Doylestown is elated over the announce- 


ment that the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany has at last consented to erect a station 
on the Trenton Cut-off Road where it crosses 
the trolky line from this place to Willow 
Giove. This will give Doylestown a new 
road to Philadelphia, with a saving in time 
and a material saving In fare. 
Over the 


Heading Road the fare is now $1.40 cents 
for the round trip, whereas by the new route 
it will probably not exceed 76 oenta for the 
round trip. The immense passenger traffic 
of the ttolley road this summer no doubt in- 
fluenced the company in its decision.

vented a number of prisoners from escaping, 
owing to the rotten cement in Ihe wall,

They tried to trip him up iu his religious 
views but equally failed. 
The King was ap- 


proached and flattered and finally coaxed 
into making a decree forbidding Daniel to 
worship his God. The King who loved Dan- 
iel never thought that tho deci ee would e<- 
fect him. But Daniel continued lo worship 
his God and for his punishment in violating 
the decree was thrown into the den of lions 
The king couldn't sleep the whole night, no 
music could cheer him, he caused all social 
functions to cease, and early the next morn- 
ing hastened to the den. and called down to 
Daniel, whom he found preserved from the 
jaws of death. Daniel, who had company 
and celestial joys in the lions' den, was tak- 
en up and the Satraps thrown iu. Josephus, 
the Jewish historian, introduces a singular 
feature into the story. He observes that the 
Satraps, on hearing sentence pronounced 
against thcmsehes, remarked to the king 
that the lions had been recently fed and for 
this reason failed to devour Daniel. The 
king, with grim readiness, ordered the lions 
to he fed, and then cast the Satraps into the 
den. 
Then it appeared plain to Darius that 


it was God who preserved Daniel, for the 
lions spared none of them. As Haman was 
hanged on the gallows he had prepared for 
Mordeoai; as, accoiding to the ballad of 
South ey, Sir Ralph the Rover, who cut 
away the Inchcape bell, perished upon the

The 
vessel arrived in a most filthy condition.

On this boat were about 150 soldiers, sick 
with fevers, and some wounded. On board 
were no medii'inos whatever, and these poor 
men who wen'just in the convalescent stage 
oi typhoid, malarial and yellow fevers and 
needed nourishing food were compelled to 
eat rancid ba< on, moulded beans and hard- 
tack. 
Even i supply of fresh water was 


not deemed necessary for the trip, and the 
parched lip^ were oflered putrid water from 
tanks whic-i had been filled over a month 
before the bout left Santiago. 
Surgeon Gen- 


eral Steruber{; declaies that the at my medi- 
cal corps at (Santiago were not (o blame for 
the filthy and loathsome condition of the 
Concha and Seneca. 


One of thi1 poor fellows after arrival at 


New York, upon being interviewed, said: 


"It was bud enough at Siboney, but I'd 


inlher have tlayed there than come up on 
this ship. 
I'd rather they'd left me where 


they found me, under the chaparral on the 
San Juan slope. I'd have died, but I 
wouldn't have had to suffer so much. This 
ship's been a regular hell hole 
I got ma- 


laria after I was hit, but that and the wound 
weren't bothi ring me much when I left Si- 
boney. 
I was put between decks where, on 


a cattleship, (hey wouldn't have put a sick 
steer. I hadn't much appetite for good food, 
and I couldn' t, for the life of me, eat stinking 
bacon and dnrik putrid water. 
The fellows 


next to me got seasick and had to lie in their 
own vomit. As soon as they could those 
blessed Red Cross women cleaned it up and 
the few well men on board helped. 
The 


only way they could keep our fever down 
was bathing our heads in sea waler." 


Five of thu men died on the way North. 


It is stated tliat the sick and wounded at 
Santiago am receiving the scantiest kind of 
treatment. 
Men with fever are compelled 


to lay .under white tents in the broiling sun, 
and receive none of the food which >? so 
necessary at nuoh a time. 


Some one1 is responsible for the outrage. 


An investigation is in progress at the pres- 
ent time; let it be swift and the guilty ones 
be summarily dealt with. 


With such :iu army as we have in Cuba, is 


it possible 'here were no provisions for 
sick and wounded? Do they feed fevet- 
stricken saliliers on regular army rations?

Section 1. That it shall be the duty ot* all own- 
ers of property fronting upon WlUon Htreot.be- 
tween Mulberry and Walnut streets, to curb, 
pave and gutter that portion of the said stieet 
in front of tlielr respective properties, in accord- 
ance with Flan No. 23 otthe-SurveyB of Bristol 
Borough, and under the provisions of an ordi- 
nance entitled *'An Ordinance providing lor tbe 
manner Iu which the grading, paving, curbing 
and guttering of the stieets ot U.e Borough of 
Bristol shall hereafter be done," approved tho 
Kith day of July, A, i>., 1893, within three 
months irom ttie date hereof, and upon failure or 
neglect to comply with the provtalonB of this or- 
dinance for the space ut three months the Bur- 
gess and Council oi the Borough of Bristol shall 
cause any paving, curbing or guttering HO ne- 
glected to be done, to be at once contracted, 
and shall proceed to collect the cost of the same, 
with the penalty thereto annexed, trom the de- 
linquent owner, according to law.

Destroying Trees. 


Editor.GAZKTTK: 


Mary communities have learned that 


municipal beauty has a direct motcy value, 
and that public parks, open-air concerts 
and fine streets not only increase the com- 
fort of the inhabitants, but add value to the 
property, and increase the demand for it by 
attracting people of enterprise with money 
to spend. It is unt to be expected that the 
strong consprvatisni of Bristol should yet ap- 
preciate this to (he extent of spending money 
for it, but there is something we can do that 
will not cost anything, and that is keep what 
wo have of beauty by preventing its destruc- 
tion. The immediate cause of this suggestion 
is a late occurrence on Radoliffe street. This 
street can well bo said to be the one beauti- 
ful Bti eet of our town/ The only other really 
hiuidsome street is Maple, which from its 
localiou is probably unknown to ninety per 
cent, of our population, while everybody 
knows Radcliffe street. 
In both cases the 


chief point of beauty is to be found in the 
trees, and one would suppose that every 
cffoit would lie made to preserve these trees, 
yet at the upper end of Radolitte street one 
property owner has ''topped" all the fine 
trees along his line, und woise yet the owner 
immedialely opposite has entirely cut down 
all the trees along Lis Hue, and the result is 
that a hundred feet or so of this beautiful 
boulevard is now as bare as the desert of 
Sahara 
It the trees along (he streets were 


entirely private piopeity and their presence 
or absence affected only the adjacent prop- 
erty we might lament the ignorance that 
would destroy them and say nothing, but 
this io not the case. They stand on the pub- 
lic highways and are intended to shade the 
public highways, and the general public 
have a direct inlerest in them. Besides this 
each taxpayer has an iotecest iu the matter. 
The Borough Council has for the past two or 
three years been pursuing a wise policy of 
dtreet improvement that will soon make Bris- 
tol the best-streeted town of its size in the 
Stale, and it is to be supposed that they wish 
to do all in their power to make the work 
last as long as possible. As shade is a very 
great preserver of macadam roads it would 
certainly be wise for Council to give us an 
ordinance that will prevent the wanton de- 
struction of our trees, and a good time to do 
it is just now.
